When this installment was due. 
fam Breadon, president of the 
Cardinals, was absent from the city 
and it appears that H. W. Mason. 
secretary-treasurer, forgot to send 
a check for the rent. He discov- 
ered his oversight Feb. 65 and 
Breadon sent a check, which was 
returned, with an announcement 
that failure to pay the rent 
promptly had canceled the jease. 

The Cardinals management 
sought an injunction to prevent the 
Browns from evicting the Cardinals 
from the lot, and the Browns’ man- 
agement sought a counter injunc- 
tion, alleging default in payment of 
rent and failure to have adequate 
liability insurance protecting the 
Browns management against’ suit 
in case of injury to spectators or 
employes during Cardinal games. 

There was evidence at hearings 
on these applications that the 
Browns’ management wanted to in- 
crease the rental from $20,000 to 
$37.500, which was given as the 
real reason for the suit, but this 
was denied by counsel and wit- 
nesses for the Browns.

The responsibilities of matrimeay and how they should
